Resoived, That we demand a reduction of a!! public 
expenditures, to the end that taxation may be reduced 
to the lowest possible limits.

CLERICAL SALARIES. 
THEIR RELATIVE VALUE FROM 1362 To 1875. 
Speciaa Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasupaton, D. C., Feb. 16.—Many have con- 
ceived the idea that the clerical salaries paid are 
extravagautiy high. ‘he following table, made 
at the Ireasary, will suow, however, that every 
ciass is receiving a much emailer remuneration 
to-day than was iwtevded when Congress fixed 
the rate of compensation in 1862. It is computed 
cn a basis that shows the relative value of sal- 
arics 10 gold from that date until 1875 inclusive. 
Tt will be seen that the fourth class, or $1,800 
clerk's salary was worth, in 1862, $1,736 gold, 
while in 1875 it was only $1,597 gold, a difference 
of $139, no inconsiderable reduction, it must be 
admitted, "The violent fluctuation of the cur- 
reucy caused a loss to theclerks during the four- 
teen years from 1362 to 1875 of of nearly 22 per 
cent per aunum. a practical cutting down of 
salaries, for Congress was goverved by existing 
circumstances when it fixed the present rates, 
and could not foresee the result of diminution in 


the value of the national medium, or it might 
have estadiished a more flexible rate of’com- 
pensation, that would havo adapted itself to the 
exigencies of the currency.

New Yoru, Feb. 16.—Tbhe Advisory Council 
has got beyond the control of Moderator, pastor, 
or Oburch, and the ecandal is abroad ia the land 
once more. It will not down or oat, and we eball 
probably have another six months of the un- 
savory morsel unless the Council is put under 
bonds to attend to other business aud not cail 
another to consider the actual scandal itself. An 
injudicious friend of Mr. Beecher’s appears to 
have precipitated this trouble—a Rev. Samuel B. 
Bell, of the First Church of Manefield, Ohio, who 
insisted on offering a resolntion expressing con- 
fidence in the moral purity of Mr. Beecher 
and declaring the faith reposed in him by 
Plymouth Church an illustration of the beauty, 
fidelity, and glory of Christian faith. There 
were half a dozen motions to refer these reso- 
lutions, but Dr. Bacon, Moderator, declared 
them not within the province of the Council, 
and ruled them out of order. Mr. Beil insisted 
on immediate action on them, and, though a 
score of voices calied ‘* Order!” and numbers 
rose to points of order, he would not be silenced. 
Finally the Moderator declared that the Council 
had nothing whatever todo with the question 
of Mr. Beecher’s guilt or ionocence, Mr. Bell 
appealed, and, a vote being takea on the ques- 
tion of sustaining the Moderator’s decision, ail 
the members except Bell vated ta exclude the 
resolutions, which were as strougly in favor of 
Mr. Beecher as they could be put. . 

MR. SHEARMAN’S SPEEOR. 
in presenting the case of Piymouthb, was a fea- 
ture of the day’s proceedings, though vos the 
most entertaining. Hie argument was probably 
the strongest and closest yet made, full of angry 
blows at other churches, such as Storie’ and 
Budington’s, and against Tilton, Moulton, and 
Bowen. It was not geuverally considered in good 
taste, and thus lost some of its effectiveness, In 
concluding, he appealed to the Conneil that, in 
case it should recommend another investigation 
ot Mr. Beecher, it take care to make such hea! 
the last and lasting. ‘‘Give us a finality, and 
let us bring this tlung to an end. See that the 
investigation is so broad as to cover the whole 
question.”

He added, aleo, that he thought Prof. Smith 
guilty of a breach of Christian etiquette in re- 
maining in the city three days without seeing 
him, as the pastor and man most interested iu 
Andover's cail, on the subject. Smith answered 
that he thought be had done his duty in pre- 
seuting the cailta the§Clerk of Piymouth, and 
Beecher was wintaken in supposing Andover 
Church unfriendly to bim. Its action was the 
expression of love for him and solicitade for 
his welfare. Beecher replied that he did not 
regard such action at such a time in the same 
friendiy light. ‘* Why,” he added, ** your chureh 
wauts to say who half my judges shail be, and, 
if need be, will kiadly provide ali of them, and 
that is offered in a friendly way iu the very face 
of the Council called to say in what manner the 
investigation if any shal) be made.” Shortiy 
after Smith withdrew in no very good humor. 

THE SECOND DAY. 

New Yora, Feb. 16.—When Dr, Leonard

thus they have exemplified the beauty, fidelity, and 
glory of the faith as it is in Christ Jesus our Savior 
and our Lord. 

_Dr. Bell, attempting to speak on the resolu- 
tions, began by saying that mankind were wait- 
ing to know the opinion of this Council in re- 
gard to this matter, when be waa interrupted by 
a point of order that the subject of the resolu- 
tions wag uot germain to the business of the 
Council. 

Ine Moderator decided the point well taken, 
and the decision was sustained, on an appeai by 
Dr. Bell, who alone voted in the negative. 

Mr. Shearman protesied against beiog called 
upon to present the case of Plymouth Church in 
the absence of the Committee, and then was 
read ex-Deacon Weet’s provest, presented yes- 
terday, against the submission to the Council of 
any other questions than the guilt or innocence 
of Mr. Beecher, and asserting thatthe whole 
cause is contained in the extraordinary conduct 
of Plymouth Caurch iv droppmg from its roster 
the names of Theodore Tilton and Mrs. Moui- 
ton.

| A DARING ATTEMPT. 


Expreis Robbers Undertake tho Murder 
of the Only Witness of Thsir 
Crime, 
By Throwing Her, Weighted with Iron, 
from the St. Louls Bridge into 
the Mississippi River, 


St. Louis Republican, Fed. 15. 

Sunday night about 7 o'clock two men in a 
buggy, having a third party between them, drove 
on to the bridge from Washington avenue. They 
appeared to be in a great hurry, ard, though 
the fare is only 10 cents, they handed the col- 

lector 16 centé, but refused to wait for the 
change. On getting oposite Main etreet a cry 
of 

“HELP, FOR GOD'S SAKR.” 
was heard, and Jerry Miller, the collector, ran 
to se6 What was the matter. He found that the 
buggy was stopped, and a negro boy, apparent- 
ly, wae tumbled out of the buggy from behind, 
who begged for protection. Jerry Miller heard 
oneof the men mthe buggy utter a fearful 
Oath, and urge the other to lay whip and “ drive 
like h——.,”’ 

A large crowd was immediately collected 
around the seeming colored boy, who claimed to 
be & woman, 28 years old, and that those men 
were the robbers of the United States express 
about six weeks ago néar St. Charles, on the St. 
L., K. C. & N. Railroad, and that their names 
were Wilson and Holland, and that she wae the 
Only person Who was awaré of the robbery. She 
toid her story as follows: Having known Mr. 
Holland for several years, she had a liaison with 
him, of which a boy was the issue; and 
further, tlimt she lived on Seventeenth 
street, between Washington avenne and 
Christy avenue; that Holland, who; was 
fermerly a railroad conductor, had sincé the 
robbery occupied a room in the fourth story of 
the building No. 314 North Third street, over 
the American Express oflice, and that she bad 
been in the habit of cleaning the roo ms and pro- 
viding the men with their meals. Yesterday 
morning she went to the room and with a key 
opened the adjeiviog room, where she found 
Wuieon and Holland engaged in examining some 
of the stolep pavers and articles, and as soop as 
they found that they were discovered they at 
once decided to 

KILL THE NEGRO WOMAN. 

They chlorofermed and gagged her, and kept 
her there during the entire dav. Towards even- 
iog they diarobed her and put men's clothes on 
her, and hired a buggy. About7 o’clock, when 
the bugcy was brought to the door, they, for 
sarety, puta air ‘ro her mouth and carried her 
down stairs. ®@ says that she was sensible 
when she was poe down the three pairs of 
staira, and heard the convérsation between the 
two men. Wilson advised Holiand te cut her 
throat before they would reach the street, but 
the latter objected, as it would 
** LEAVE BLOOD ON THE 8TEPs,” 
andon their clothes, by which they eould be 
identified. After they got her in the buggy they 
seated her between them aud drove towards the 
bridge, where they passed the collector, as be- 
fore stated, without detection. The negro wom- 
an finding that it was decided bythe men to 
attach a weight to her neck and throw her over 
the railing of the pridge into the Mississippi 
River, struggled for freedom, and succesding in 
getting free from the gag, used her jungs freely 
in calling/for help. Finc ing that they couid not 
get her over the railing without being caught, 
they threw her out and drove off at a breakneck 
speed. Special Officer Armstrong and Collector 
E. A. McCallion at the east end heard the cry 
and the rapid ranning of the horse, and the 
former, thinking there was 8s runaway, went 
towards the east pier to catch the horse. He 
failed to do so, but Mr. McCallion, who was near 
the pavoda, caught the horse and demanded of 
the occupants whet they meant by driving 80 
fast. The tall one (Wilson) stated that they 
were in a burry, a8 a woman in Fast St. Louis 
was very eick. He ask them their names. 
Wilson replied: **‘ My name isJones and my com- 
pavion (ilolland) is Williams.” McvVallion re- 
plied : 
‘* YOU ARE UNDER ARREST.’ 

At this both men got out of the oe and did 
not stand on the order of going, but went down 
the approach for dear life. Armstrong had by 
this time come up, aud MeCaliion gave the 
horse avd buggy into his charge, and followed 
tho fugitives down the approach as far as the 
return roadwey over Fourth street, East St. 
Lows. where they turned and started down to- 
wards Third street aod escaped. The borse and 
buggy were taken to Mr. Wyatt's livery-stable. 
In the buggy was found a 4-onnce bottle which 
had contained chloroform, a new trace-chain, a 
sledge, and a railroad coupling-liuk, all of them 
weighing 21 pounds and 14 ounces, which were 
no doubt intended for a weight around the ne- 
gro woman's neck to sink her to the botiom of 
the river. 

Beret. Boyd and Ofhcer Kohthand took the 
woman, still dresged like a man, over to East St. 
Louis about 12 o'clock Sunday night, hey 
turned into Lee B. Mitchell's saloon to take re- 
fresiments, where the pseudo boy took “ whisky 
and sugar.”” They then notified Obief Renshaw, 
but, as the fugitives bad a start of four hours, 
they were of course not found in. East St. 
Louis that night nor next morning. 

THE PLANT. 

It seems certain that the storyae given by 
this woman ia substantially true, and that the 
mén in the wagon were without donbt the per- 

petrators of the express robbery, which it has 
thus far baffledthe skillof our detectives to 
ferret out. Immediately on learning the drift of 
the woman’s tale after she was thrown from the 
wagon, Officer Koblhund took ber to the Third 
District Police Station, where sbe was closely 
questioned by Capt. Huebler. Her statément 
was 80 straightforward that it at once inspired 
confidence. She said, among otber things, that 
she knew where the men bad “planted” their 
booty. which had remained buried ever since the 
robbery until Saturday night, when they dug it 
up and took it to the room, intending to divide 
aud go abroad fora season. She offered toshow 
where the swag had been buried, and, in order to 
test the truth of her statement, Capt. Huebler 
immediately dispatched an officer with her to 
prospect the place. The exact locality visited is 
not disclosed, but it was within the limite of the 
city. The woman showed where something had 
evidently been recently resurrected, and iv pok- 
ing over the loose dirt the offi@er found s serap 
of paper which had onve been part of an express 
company’s euvelope. On one side of it was oce 
of those 

BROAD PATCHES OF RED WA 
stamped with the Express Companys ptamp, 
such as is alWays used in sealing money envel- 
opes. This was mighty interesting evidence of 
tie importance of the case, and every effort was 
at once put forth to secure the rascals who had 
so narrowly escaped. 

It appears that Holland er Howland (the name 
is not certain), has, as stated above, occupied 
the room mentioned ever since the robbery. He 
has been frequently visited by another mao 
whom he called Jim, but whose fame the col- 
ored girl does not know. This mac is the same 
who is called Wilson above, and who took part 
in the abduction. During his visits the girl was 
never admitted to the room, nor Was she ever 
permitted to overhear any of their conversation, 
except by accident. From several circumstances 
it appears that the woman has been all the time 
aware of Holland's ehare in the robbery, bat 
till. though the robbers had no apparent reason 
to doubt ber fidelity, they took care to give ber 
po hoid on them unvecesearily. 

TRE GAG AND CHLOROFORM. 

She bad siways then been strictly prohibited 
from coming around when ‘Jim” wae in, & 

had always Kept away tntil yesterday morning, 
when ehe suddenly waiked in upon them unex- 
pectedily. They were very intently engaged at 
the time, baving several packages of money and 
papere, together with a lot of jewelry lying on 
the table.

Both jumped up angrily whea she came 
in, and gave ber a sound cursing. Then one of 
them remarked with @ menacing loox, “She'll 
squeal op us sometime or other, any way we can 
fx it.”

A curious case was yesterday decided in 
London by the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, One Jenxrns, acommunicant 
of the Church of England, disputed the ex- 
istence of a personal, tangible, red-hot, roar- 
ing Devil, and his Rector, the Rev. Mr. 
Coox, conceiving these views to be danger- 
ously heretical, thereupon proceeded to deny 
Jenxrys the sacraments. An appeal to the 
Court of Arches resulted in a victory for the 
Rev. Coox and His Satanic Majesty, but Jrn- 
KINS was stubborn and carried the case to the 
Privy Council, and the Judicial Committee 
laid down on the Rector and his infernal 
hobby, condemning him to pay all the costs, 
and admonishing him to respect JENKINS’ 
sacramental privileges in future. 


A conflict of jurisdiction between the 
Federal and State Courts in Illinois bids fair 
to result in’ a spirited contest for the upper 
hand. The Gilman, Clinton & Springfield 
Railroad litigation is the bone of contention, 
Judge Trpton, of the McLean County Circuit 
Court, having set his foot down firmly against 
any interference in the case by the United 
States Circuit Courts at Springfield and Chi- 
cago. Five lawyers have already been pro- 
ceeded against for. contempt by Judge Trp- 
Ton, and are cited to appear and answer at 
the bar of his Court. An order of Judge 
Trpton’s relative to the custody of $300,000 
worth of first-mortgage bonds deposited in 
Chicago was yesterday thwarted by an in- 
junction issued by Judge Treat at Spring- 
field, and the conflict of jurisdiction is rapidly 
nearing a point where somebody must beat a 
retreat or else engage in a pitchdd battle. 
It remains to be seen which side will weaken. 


GOLD BANKS: HOW TO COMMENCE RE- 
i SUMPTION. 

The National Banking act contemplated 
two forms of “currency,”—one that of the 
ordinary bank note and the other gold notes 
jssued by banks, the former redeemable on 
demand in greenbacks and the latter in coin. 
There was some differences in the regula- 
tions. Legal-tender bank notes were author- 
ized to be issued to the extent of 90 per cent 
of, the bonds deposited as security. The 
gold banks, however, were not allowed to 
have notes exceeding 80 per cent of the 
bonds deposited as security. They were, 
moreover, required to keep on hand in coin 
for purposes of redemption 25 per cent of the 
amount of their notes. This discrimination 
has since been changed. The legal-tender 
banks have now to keep a greenback reserve 
of 5 per cent at Washington for the redemp- 
tion of their notes, and that is the only re- 
serve they are arbitrarily required to have on 
account of their circulation; while, if we 
understand the law correctly, the gold banks 
have to keep a reserve in coin equal to 25 per 
cent of their circulation. Under this adverse 
discrimination, the bank that deposits one 
million of dollars of bonds as security for its 
gold notes receives only $800,000 in notes, 
nd has to keep $200,000 coin as a reserve, 
besides its reserve on its deposits, thus prac- 
tically limiting its circulation to $600,000. 
In addition, it has to pay a tax of 1 per cent 
on its whole circulation, and is taxed like 
the other banks on its deposits. 

The law has not been of such a character 
as toencourage the establishment of gold-note 
banks. The law has been so prepared as to 
render such banks unprofitable. The few that 
were started were found to be unprofitable, 
and, with the exception of one in California, 
have passed out of existence. — 

The legislation of Congress has been per- 
sistently opposed to any return of the banks 
to a specie basis. Had the legislation. of 
Congress been of such a character as to have 
permitted specie-paying banks to do a profit- 
able business, it is more than likely there 
would have been, long before this, a chain of 
such institutions from all the principal cities 
of the county, both on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts and in the interior 
States. But, under the strangulation laws of 
Congress, no such bank can expect to live. 
It is not, however, too late to repair the 
error, and, in the event of Congress doing 
nothing else looking to specie resumption, 
we suggest that it amend the existing bank- 
ing laws, and offer some encouragement and 
give some opportunity for private capital to 
establish and conduct specie-paying banks. 
To do this requires but few changes in the 
law, and those only of thd most reasonable 
character. The changes absolutely needed 
may be stated as follows : 

1. Upon the deposit of United States gold 
bonds with the Treasurer, the issue of notes 
to the bank shall be equal to the par value of 
the bonds. 

2. Place the gold banks on the same foot- 
ing with the greenback banks as reyards the 
amount and place of keeping redemption re- 
Serves. 

8. The repeal of the tax on circulation, ex- 
cept so much as will cover the actual cost to 
the Government of printing the notes. 

4. The repeal of the tax on deposits of 
customers.’ | 

The security of United States gold bonds, 
with the deposit of 5 per cent in coin in 
Washington, and the constantly-accruing 
interest on the bonds, are certainly ample to 
protect the noteholder, and exceeds any se- 
curity ever given for note circulation by any 
banking system known in the world. Under 
such a security, a loss to the noteholders 
would be an impossibility. The coin reserve 
held for redemption at the bank counters 
may be safely left to the management of the 
banks, just asitisin the case of the legal- 
tender banks. No banker would fail to pro- 
tect the local demand for resumption, which, 
as is the case with the legal-tender bank 
notes, would be small. 

These gold notes would circulate as freely 
in one part of the country as in the other; 
would purchase coin exchange at par, would 
serve as coin bills of exchange, and, answer- 
ing every purpose of gold, would circulate as 
gold, because convertible on demand into 
coin. They would be used in purchasing 
greenbacks, as gold now is; without refer- 
ence to their place of issue, they would be 
receivable as gold by all business men ; they 
could be taken abroad and would be ex. 
changeable there for gold. Persons buying 


wheat in Chicago for Canada, or for Europe, 


could pay for the same in gold notes, reduc- 
ing the legal-tender price to its equivalent in 
gold. It would gradually bring all the busi- 
ness of the country back to a computation in 
actual and not fictitious values ; it would fa- 
cilitate buying and selling and general con- 
tracts on a specie basis in place of a fluctuat- 
ing paper basis. It would practically furnish 
a coin currency to the country. A series of 
these banks in New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Chicago, Richmond, Charles- 
ton, Atlanta, Mobile, New Orleans, Galves- 
ton, Memphis, Louisville, Pittsburg, St. 


dianapolis, Detroit, St. Paul, Omaha, Bur- 
lington, Denver, San Francisco, and the 
Pacific Coast would soon familiarize the 
country with gold values, would soon furnish 
a new basis for contracts, would place within 
reach of trade the means of conducting busi- 
ness on a fixed standard of values, and re- 
store to the American mind something more 
than a theoretical idea of what constitutes a 


dollar. : 
If the law were amended so as to permit 


such a change, we do not question but that 
many of the existing National Banks would 
elect to become gold banks, and substitute 
notes redeemable in coin for those now re- 
deemable in legal-tender. But to induce 
such a change,—indeed, induce the banks to 
maintain any kind of a currency,—there must 
be some modifieation of the existing laws. 
To redeem their notes, it ought to be suf- 
ficient to deposit with the Treasurer gold 
“bonds equivalent at par to the value of the 
notes, and to further deposig coin with the 
Treasurer at Washington, the same as other 
banks, for redemption on demand. As the 
protection of the bill-holder is the only end 
sought by the required deposit of bonds, 
nothing beyond ample security should be de- 
manded. All additional requirements act as 
a prohibition on the organization and work- 
ing of such banks. 

The taxes on circulation and on deposits are 
in the nature of confiscations. A man hold- 
ing currency in his own safe cannot be taxed 
thereon; why should it be taxed when he de- 
posits itin bank for mere convenience and 
safety, and as the basis of credit? The tax 
on deposits and currency are an incentive or 
spur to reckless banking ; the exactions in 
the way of taxation in a measure compel the 
bankers, or at least tend to compel them, to 
squeeze all the profit they can out of their 
loanable funds, and for this purpose to ac- 
cept paper of a character more desperate and 
speculative than would ordinarily be dis- 
counted. 

If Congress finds itself unable to adopt any 
measures looking to the resumption of specie 
payments by the Government, it can at least 
repeal the legal obstacles, amounting to pro- 
hibitions, against the establishment of specie- 
paying gold banks in all parts of the coun- 
try. It might let private capital resume spe- 
cie payments by furnishing a gold-note cur- 
rency, secured beyond all peradventure of 
loss to the bill-holder, and thus gradually fa- 
miliarize the country with the money of the 
civilized world. . 


CHICAGO AS A GRAIN MAREET. 

The subject of charges on grain passing 
through this city is now being thoroughly 
discussed, not only by dealers: in produce, 
but by commercial men generally. The 
whole city is interested in the topic, because 
whatever tends to lessen our trade in farm 
products also tends to diminish the volume 
of transactions in dry-goods, groceries, cloth- 
ing, hardware, and the numerous other 
articles which Chicago dealers supply to the 
Great West. 

It is generally admitted that the charges on 
handlirg grain in this city have been higher 
than they ought to be, and even the ware- 
housemen are agreed that they should be 
reduced. There is reason to hope that the 
fees hitherto imposed on grain loaded into 
cars, other than those for inspection and 
storage, will be materially reduced, if not al- 
together abolished. With this change, and 
the abolition of the late odious dis- 
criminations made against us by the rail- 
roads, Chicago will return more nearly to an 
equality in the grain trade with those of 
other places, the merchants of which have 
been able to outbid us for the favors of a 
part of the grain-buying world. 

This point gained, it will be well to look at 
the other side of the question. There can be 
no doubt that, with reasonable charges, our 
city is a better market in which to buy than 
any of the (so-called) ‘‘ country points.” In 
the summer the lake system of navigation, 
with its low freights and ample facilities for 
moving the crops, gives an acknowledged ad- 
vantage. And in the winter season, there are 
s0 many points gained by, or secured to, the 
buyer here that they have prevented a large 
portion of our grain trade from leaving us, 
notwithstanding the increased cost. 

In the first place, the Chicago markct is 
large enough to enable a buyer to select 
what he wants, and to purchase it, by him- 
self or his agent, without materially advanc- 
ing prices upon himself by the operation, un- 
less the order be avery large one indeed. 
And, secondly, the valuable guarantees of 
weight and condition furnished here are not 
obtainable at the other points indicated. 

The Eastern dealer who sends his order to 
a country station for a given quantity of 
a designated quality not infrequently re- 
ceives grain for which he refuses to pay 
without important deductions or not at all, 
because the grain is not what he ordered or 
is deficient in quantity. So much of this 
objecting has been done that the pigeon-holes 
of some of our commission men are filled 
with documents pertaining thereto, and they 
have become so thoroughly disgusted with 
the whole thing that they refuse longer to 
act as agents for purchasing grain in this 
way. These difficulties seldom occur in the 
case of grain bought in Chicago, or, if they 
do occur, they are easily remedied. The con- 
dition is passed on by the State Inspection 
Department, which can be appealed from to 
a committee of disinterested experts ap- 
pointed for that purpose, and the weighing in 
and out is performed in such a methodical 
way that very few discrepancics occur, and 
then only of small quantities. 

The safeguards thus thrown around the 
trade, and the saving im annoyance and ex- 
pense of verification and protest, are worth 
to the buyer a considerable part, if not all, 
of the charges hitherto imposed. . Not a few 
Eastern buyers profess to have found, by 
dear-bought experience, that Chicago was 
the cheapest mart on the whole, even while 
these unmecessary costs were imposed. They 
will certainly come to that conclusion after 
the trade has been purified of what may 
properly be characterized as extortion—the 
charges for switching and trimming.

The action of the House of Representatives 
in reducing the appropriation for fortifica- 
tions from $1,034,000, which was the sum 
appropriated last year, to $315,000 for this 
year is worthy of every commendation. The 
appropriation of money for building stone 


forts has been an annual abuse for many 


Louis, Milwaukee, Cincinnati, Cleveland, In- 


years, and a close inspection of the work that 
has been dove would probably reveal the fact 
that the bulk of this money has actually been 
wasted in the construction of a class of forti- 
fications that would be battered down at the 
first attack. The experience of the War of 
the Rebellion taught, or should have taught, 
the Government that earthworks and fortifi- 
cations can be thrown up at short notice 
which are more effective for defense than the 
most costly and elaborate fortifications of 
brick and stone. There is not a seaport in 
the country where it would not be possible 
to gather sufficient men at any time of threat- 
ened danger to provide defenses immediately 
that would be superior to those on which the 
Government has been expending millions of 
dollars annually for several years back: The 
reduction in this item is altogether the most 
sensible thing that has been accomplished by 
the present House in the way of retrench- 
ment. 


THE RAG-BABY INDEPENDENTS. 

The Indiana “ Independents” held a Con- 
vention yesterday in that State, tended to 
forestall the nominations of the other par- 
ties, especially the Democratic-Confederate 
party, by proclaiming a platform of the most 
unadulterated demagogism on the currency 
question. Here is the sum and substance of 
the financial policy declared : 

The resolutions demand the repeal of the Resump- 
tion act; declare that it is the duty of the Government 
to establish a monetary system based on the faith and 
resources of the nation; that the notes of State and 
National Banks and all local currency be withdrawn 
and bills issued by Government instead, such bills to 
be legal-tender for all debts, duties on imports in- 
cluded, except such as are by law payable in metal ; 
these bills to be interchangeable for Government 3.65 
per cent bonds. They demand that the present bond- 
ed debt be refunded into registered interechangeable 
3.65 per cent bonds; declare that the pubiic domain 
belongs to the people, and ehould be given in sixty- 
acre plats to soldiers, without occupation, and insist 
on severe retrenchment, 

The most of this stuff is so old as to have 
become musty and stale. The demand for a 
monetary system based ‘on the faith and 
resources” of the country is repeated, antl 
then this system is declared to be an issue 
of irredeemable papermoney. Exactly where 
the ‘‘resources” of the country are in any 
way put in pledge for that which is never to 
be redeemed is not disclosed by the “ Inde- 
pendents.” When no * resources” whatever 
are available, or intended-to be_available, to 
redeem the irredeemable paper, it is rank 
stupidity to assume that such ‘resources ” 
are in any way a security, and it is super- 
fluous to ask people to repose “ faith” in 
what it is intended shall never be done. 

The Government, it is demanded, shall bo- 
come the great scrip-money-maker, and that 
this scrip shall be interchangeable for scrip 
bonds bearing scrip interest. And the fur- 
ther demand is made that the sixteen or 
seventeen hundred millions of dollars of 
national bonds shall be taken up with an 
issue of scrip bonds bearing 3.65 per cent 
scrip interest! , 

All gold receipts by the Government are to 
be abolished, and to pay the interest on the 
public debt the Government is to buy gold 
with its own irredeemable scrip. At this 
time there are at least one thousand millions 
of dollars of the gold bonds of the United 
States held in Europe, and these Independ- 
ents assume that the holders will surrender 
them and take scrip bonds bearing 3.65 per 
cent interest in irredeemable paper! They 
have either assumed this impossibility or 
they have never estimated how many scrip 
bonds bearing 3.65 interest in scrip—the 
scrip redeemablo in nothing—it will require 
to purchase one gold bond. It may be, how- 
ever, that the purpose is to make the ex- 
change compulsory, and the cost of this re- 
pudiation they have never probably consid- 
ered. 

The sum and substance of their whole 
‘‘monetary system ” is to inflate and deterio- 
rate the currency indefinitely, and then to 
reduce the debt to the scrip standard, and 
then to let debt, currency, and public and 
private credit perish out of sight in a 
national and individual ruin such as the 
world has never witnessed. 


FISH-CULTURE IN WISCONSIN. 

A bill Las been introduced into the Wiscon- 
sin Senate appropriating/$10,000 to the Fish 
Commissioners of that Siate for the purpose 
of establishing and maintaining hatching- 
houses for the propagation of fish and the 
restocking of the lakes. This is a wise and 
timely measure, and it should receive the 
ready support of every intelligent man in the 
Legislature. The wholesale capture of the 
whitefish in Lake Michigan, and the indiffer- 
ence that has prevailed heretofore relative to 
the evidences of a rapid decrease in the sup- 
ply, have become almost alarming, and it 
would be reprehensible for the State to re- 
fuse to avail itself of the opportunities that 
science has furnished at so small a cost for 
maintaining the fish supply. As it is now, 
there are thousands upon thousands of white- 
fish and salmon trout caught at Green Bay 
and other points in Wisconsin during the 
months of October and November, which is 
their spawning season ; from these fish the 
spawn are scraped off and thrown to the hogs, 
which, with proper care and at a small ex- 
pense, could be propagated into millions of 
fish to be returned to the lakes,—not merely to 
Lake Michigan, but to the numerous smaller 
lakes which dot the map of Wisconsin and 
make it so delightful aState. There is no 
longer any question about the success and 
profit of propagating fish. When for the 
sum of $10,000 hatching-houses can be 
erected and put in working condition, which 
will serve to produce millions of fish that 
will grow and thrive when .returned to the 
lake, the fact forecasts an important indus- 
try for Wisconsin in the future, and the peo- 
ple of the State should insist with one accord 
that the money be spent to that end. The 
whole Northwest is interested to some extent 
in this project, and we shall favor an appro- 
priation by the Illinois Legislature, when it 
n.eets, to assist in the general work, though 
Illinois can never have any special trade-ad- 
vantage from it ; but Wisconsin has not only 
@ common interest in the Northwest in main- 
taining the fish-supply, but a special interest 
in the industry it will provide for a large 
class of Wisconsin people, and in the contin- 
ued fertility of its smaller lakes and streams, 
which have made that State the favorite sum- 
mer-resort of the West and Sonth. As an in- 
dication of the value of the proposed hatch- 
ing-houses, we print the following letter re- 
ceived by SetH GREEN, Esq., at his home in 
New York : 

Cananpaicua, N,.¥., Feb. 11.—Mr. Seth Green— 
Deaz Siz: Your favor of the ita inst. came duly to 
hand, You may send down all the salmon-trout fry 
[that is, the young fish) that one man can bring (the 
more the better), and we will meet him at the cars and 
see that the fish are properly deposited in Canandaigua 
Lake. For the last three years we have made it « 
point to get from 50,u00 to 100,000 salmon-trout fry 
and see them deposited in our lake; and last 
we were rewarded for our labors by such an abun- 
dance of trout es has not been known here for twenty 
years, 3 single fisherman having caught as many as 
twenty-one in a day, and others caught them in lots 
varying from six to eighteen per day.

Some two weeks ago Tae TRIBUNE printed 
an interesting description of the hatching- 
houses which Mr. N. K. Farepang, of this 
city, has established at his country residence 
on Geneva Lake, Wisconsin.

He secured 
from the New York State Hatching-House 
the spawn of 250,000 salmon trout and 100,- 
000 whitefish, from California 25,000 of the 
California salmon, and from elsewhere a large 
lot of black and Oswego bass and brook- 
trout. The capacity of his private hatching- 
house is 5,000,000 spawn, and he confidently 
expects within a year to stock Geneva Lake 
by his single effort with 2,000,000 new fish. 
If one gentleman who lives in Wisconsin but 
a portion of the year can afford to spend 
#2,500 te do this on his own account and for 
the benefit of the public, certainly the State 
of Wisconsin can afford an expenditure of 
$10,000 for the benefit of the entire people 
and every lake in the State. 


A SERVANT’S TROUBLES WITH A MASTER. 

* Uneasy lies the head that wears a crown,” 
but uneasier lies the person who wears the 
robes of Premier. The significance of the 
latter statement is shown by the confidential 
reports to the King which have been recently 
published by Prince Bismarck in the Reich- 
sanzeiger, and which go to show that Br- 
marcK, like nearly all the great European 
Premiers, has not only to contend against 
French intrigues and jealousies and the in- 
sidious influences of the Vatican, but is also 
constantly warring against the German Min- 
istry, which is independent of him, and is 
constantly in a struggle with his master, the 
Emperor. With one hand he wards off ex- 
ternal encrofchments, and with the other 
he wrestles with German Liberals, the Ger- 
man Ministry, the German diplomatic ser- 
vice, and the German Emperor himself. 
This kind of two-handed struggle has been 
Bismarcx’s experience all through his public 
life. In his earlier days, especially when 
Minister at Paris and St. Petersburg, he 
chafed under it, and more than once was on 
the point of throwing up his commission 
and retiring to take care of his cattle and sheep 
at Schonhausen. As time has passedon, how- | 
éver, warfare has become his mode of life, and 
he has fought Austrians, Frenchmen, Ger- 


, bassadors, Cabinet Ministers, Frepzric WiLL- 
yam IV., and the present Emperor, and fought 
them quite successfully. He fought the 
German people and the Emperor before the 
war of 1866 with, Prussia, by which he se- 
cured Schleswig-Holstein and placed Prussia 
at the head of the North Germanic Confed- 
eration. He had a long and desperate wrestle 
with the Emperor upon the dethronement of 
the petty German Princes. He fought the 
Emperor fiercely before he could induce him 
to give Bohemia back to Austria, by which he 
headed off an alliance of the latter with 
France in the Franco-Prussian war. He even 
had to struggle with the Emperor to per- 
suade him to accept the Imperial Crown, and, 
although this was followed by his promotion 
to the rank of Prince and the Chancellor of 
the whole German Empire, his struggles 
have not yet ceased. He is still fighting the 
Parliament and the Ministry, and in Par- 
liament has more than once made 
his complaints concerning the status of a 
Ministry which can deal directly with the 
Emperor and is outside the pale of his con- 
stitutional supervision. The gist of this 
complaint lies in the fact that while he 
thoroughly distrusted the Count Vow 
Arnm, Am or at Paris, he could not 
remove him, and. this fact forms the 
burden of the confidential reports recently 
published. In these reports he complains 
that he has actually to compete with Von 
Anrnim for the confidence of the-Emperior. 

The fact shows that, notwithstanding the 
power of the German,Jj@™pire, and notwith- 
standing the supreme recognition of the di- 
vine right of Kings by both the Emperor and 
Bismarck, things do not work smoothly in 
the Government, and that the latter finds 
full play for his peculiarly belligerent dispo- 
sition, not only in fighting the Pope and 
Frenchmen, but also the Emperor himself. 
The London Spectator, commenting upon 
this situation, says: | 

In ordinary times, the situation only produces col- 
lisions,in which the man of genius, even if not 
beaten, finds his strength wasted; or, as Prince Brs- 
maRCK in this case has done, voluntarily wastes it 
himself on what is no better that an intrigue. He has 
not the resource of the statesman in a free country of 
flinging himself openly on Parliament, and is com- 


pelled to seek its support indirectly by bills, such as 
the present one for the modification of the Penal Code, 


No doubt he is seeking it, and it is this, we imagine, 
which the National Liberals have seen, and which is 
the cause of the great effort produced on them by the 
publication of the feports. They think that Prince 
Bismakcx is fighting, consciously or unconsciously, 
their battle, that he is maintaining the power of the 
removable Premier against that of the irremovable 
Sovereign, and are disposed to let him strengthen his 
own hands in his own way,—that is, to enable him to 
prosecute a diplomatist for a disobedience which the 
Emperor might overlook, They are purchasing a 
temporary victory at a terrible price,—that of destroy- 
ing the independence and frankness of the German 
diplomatic service,—but still their course becomes 
partially intelligible. 

From this view of the struggle it would ap- 
pear that Count Von Anni may be the alter- 
native Premier, and that the long struggle of 
the servant with the master is simply a strug- 
gle to prevent the possibility of another man’s 
stepping into his place. Although this may 
seem more in the nature of an intrigue than a 
piece of diplomacy, it none the less reflects 
credit upon the consummate genius and state- 
craft of Brsmaxrcr, that without the confidence 
of the peop'e, with a Parliament distrustful 
of him, with a Cabinet independent of him, 
with Ambassadors for whom he is responsible 
and whom he cannot remove, and with an 
Emperor who isan Emperor “by his own 
right,” he should nevertheless have held his 
place and brought his rival to punishment. 
At the same time it is not an impossibility 
that he may yet retire to his cattle and sheep 
at Schonhausen and end his days as a plain 
country squire, The occasion may come 
when the master will not yield to the servant. 

The estimates of the Navy Department for 
the ensuing fiscal year present some signifi- 
cant facts relative to that very ornamental 
and useless branch of the public service 
known as the Marine Corps. From these es- 
timates it appears that there are 475 officers 
in this corps, a paymaster, an apothecary, a 
drum major, 30 musicians, 96 drummers and 
fifers, 10 clerks, and 2 messengers, or an en- 
tire force of 616 men required to manage 
1,500 privates, who are of -no use to them- 
selves orto any one else. The pay of the 
Officers of this corps amounts to $319,760, 
which is nearly $50,000 more than is paid to 


corps is $915,616, or nearly a million of dol- 
lars, showing that it costs the Treasury more 
than $600 a year for each man, which is consid- 
erably more than the West Point cadets cost, 
who are of some uses as they take positions in 
the army. In the records of the Marine 
Corps, on the other hand, there is not a 
case were @ private has ever been promoted 
from the ranks, the offices being managed by 
nepotism. The whole institution isa sine- 
cure. It has never been of any service to 
the country. It is only an asylum for orna- 
mental sailors on shore, who never get nearer 
the salt water than Washington. A million 
dollars might well be saved by abolishing the 
whole corps, and setting its officers and pri- 
vates adrift to earn a living in some other 


manoer. 


It seems that the demand recently made by 
the Common Council that the insurance com- 
panies doing business in this city shall pay 2 
per cent on their net receipts is not only war- 
ranted but exacted by the Incorporation act of 
1872, under which Chicago is now governed. 
The section of the new charter which refers 
to this subject provides expressly that all 
companies not incorporated under the laws of 
the State ‘shall pay to the Treasurer the 
sum of $2 upon the $100 of the net receipts 
by their agency, and at that rate upon the 
amount of all premiums which shall have 
been received for any insurance effected or 
agreed to be effected in said city.” The 
money collected from this source is to be ap- 
plied exclusively to the cost of maintaining 
the Fire Department. The collection of a 
similar tax by the State does not release the 
insurance companies from the city tax, be- 
cause the State law provides explicitly that its 
tax ‘‘ shall not be construed to prohibit cities 
having an organized Fire Department 
from levying a tax or license fee.” 
The fact is, as the insurance agents 
say, that the tax will come out of the citizens 
who insure; but, so far as this goes, it is not 
an objectionable way of levying a portion of 
the city tax. The real trouble is that it will 
be used by the insurance companies as an ex- 
cuse for placing rates higher than they ought 
to be. The insurance companies have earned 
enough money in Chicago during the past 
year to pay this tax without increasing the 
rate on that account, but they will probably 
refuse to concede as much. 


The City of Cairo, which is probably as- 
sessed on a Valuation of less than $1,000,000, 
modestly asks a Government bounty of 
24,000,000 to protect it from the danger it 
apprehends of becoming an island! The in- 
ference from the character of the demand is 
that, if the United States refuse to come to 
the rescue, Cairo will quietly await its ulti- 
mate destruction without doing anything to 
save itself. It will occur to a good many 
persons that a city of no more enterprise, en- 
ergy, or internal resources than this would 
indicate, is scarcely worth $4,000,000. To 
others it will occur that the Government 
might about as well undertake to rebuild the 
City of Cairo on a new site.

The first was that of Bab- 
cock, telling Joyce to see that Ford’s bondsmen 
recommend him.

COURT PROCEEDINGS. 

GEN. WILLIAMS’ ARGUMENT. 

Sr. Louis, Feb. 16.—Immediately upon the 
opening of the United States Circuit Court this 
morning. ex-Attorney-General Williams rose and 
addreesed the jury, openiog the defense of Gen. 
Babeock. The court-room was thronged, the 
greater portion of the audienco being attorneys. 
Very few of the Government witnesses were 
present, the most of those from Washington 
having been discharged from service and allowed 


to leave the city. 
Gen. Williams devoted considerable time to 
an argument of the probabilities in the case, 


and to a criticism of the evidence for the Gov-' 


ernment aseuming that what the Government 
had presented was competent evidence, 
which was by no means admitted. Gen. 
Williams’ eaid the case might present 
some suspicious circumstances, but by 
no means the ground on which to base a convic- 
tion. Hethen proceeded with some explana- 
tions which would throw a different light upon 
the communications between Babcock and the 
Ring. At that time, he said, Joyce and McDon- 
ald were trusted officials, men of influence, and 
poesessing confidence with good people. Bab- 
cock, on the other band, was a 
WARM-HEARTED, CON¥IDING, GENEROUS MAN, 

who did not give up a friendship once cemented 
for the whispers of calumoy. Everything that 
bad been presented by the defense was incom- 
plete, and could not but leave a painful uncer- 
taiuty in every mind as to whether it was to con- 
vey a proper suspicion, or to simply indicate a 
weakness of the judgment to which every one 
was liable.

THE DISPATCH OF Dec. 5, 1874, 

which is one of the three telegrams not passed 
upqn by the Court, and which reads as follows: 
‘Have not heard that anybody has gone or is 
going,” Gen. Williams said Babcock does not 
remember having sent it, and hence requires the 
Government to prove it. Babcock was on inti- 
mate relations with the President, ard it was the 
custom of officers all over the country to address 
bim relative to anything they desired to find or 
secure, Babcock, knowing Joyce only as an 
honest Official, answered to the letter’s 
inquiry as to whether agents were com- 
ing hére, as he answered a _ thousand 
other inquiries. No one suspected at 
that time that Joyce was trving to do anything 
but his duty toward the Government, but this 
very telegram shows that Babcock was not an 
interested friend of the Ring, for the reason that 
et the very same time when hesent this tele- 
gram the raid had been planned, and Brooks 
was in New York intending to come here. This 
shows that Babcock was ignorant of affairs 
which he should certainly have known had he 
_ the relations with the Ring that are charg- 


lliustrative of the practices of McDonald was 
the telegram: ‘‘ Had along ride with the Pres- 
ident,” etc.,, which he sent to Joyce. The puar- 
pose of this was to enable Joyce to show this to

Yet the President testifies that be was riding out 
one dav when he saw McDonald standing on the 
sidewalk, and asked him to ridewith him. Dur- 
ing that ride nothing whatever was said relative 
to St. Louis affairs. It is such littieiocidents as 
tbis which have placed the President under sus- 
¢picion, and which have occasioned the dailv aya-

Much strees had been placed upon the fact 
that Babcock had corresponded with McDonald, 
under cover of Maj. Ginnis, but let this be ex- 
plained, It was at that time charged that ail 
the Government officials bere were in a Ring, 
and at Wasbington it was thought that the dis- 
tillers were wreaking revenge upon the Govera- 
ment authorities by making indiscriminate 
charges. Babcock was a warm friend of Mc-

those letters had not been shown, and they 
could not be proved, as of guilty import. It will 
, be shown, furthermore, that this man Hoge was

, defendant, he was carrying bribes from the Ring. 
Babcock had no means of obtaining information 
from the Department, but Hoge had, and he 
probabl& sent the information.

000. His accounts bave all been settled. He

JAMES G. BERRETT, 
ex-Mayor and ex-Postmaster of Washington, 
testified: I have known Gon. Babcock six or 
seven years, socially and from observation as 
any gentlemen would know each other in 4 City 
of that kind. Gen. Babcock’s character and 
siandiug has been good. His administration of 
the office which he held has given general satis- 
faction. His iniegrity is unquestioned. 

GEN. N. P. BANKS, 
member of Coneress from Massachusetts, testi- 
fied: I have known defendant since 1861. He 
was op my staff in the early part of the War. I 
have siace known him at Washington. His gen- 
eral reputation for in ty, capacity, and fidel- 
ity bas been very ¢ I know much of the 
duties of a Secretary to the Executive, and I 
have had frequent intercourse with Gen. Bab- 
cock as such Secretary. His manner of dis- 
charging his duties was always prompt, intelli- 
gent, and upright, leaving a stroogly.favorable 
impression OD me. 

ALEXAXDER P. TUTTON 
then took the staud and testified: I am Super- 
visor of Internal Revenue of the States of 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, 
and the District of Columbia. I bave been Su- 
pervisor since 1868. I am, I think, the oldest 
Supervisor in the country. I remember an or- 
der transferring the Supervisors in January 
1875. Such an order was made, and under it i 
was to be transferred from Philadelphia to St. 
Louis, and ordered to report here Feb. 15. I 
visited Washington in February in regard to this 
order, and reached there on the 2d of the month. 
On the 8d 1 saw Commissioner Douglass, acd 
my object was—— !

The President said he was 
gorry that it inconvenienced, but it was thought 
tHat a great deal of fraud was being committed 
in St. Louis and Chicago. This order was made 
to’ detect these frauds that while he didn’t 
tHink the officers of these places were 
axtvolved, he did think the frauds were being 
committed, aod thatachange of ome 
necessary in order to suppress these frauds;

I stated that the better and more certain way of 
getting at the frande was to send some good 
man or men who were reliable, and who had a 
g00d knowledge of what could be done at these 
places secret, and such men woald be able to 
detect those people in the act of fraud. In 
this way the proof could be gathered 
for seizure. Then, if they bad no confidence in 
the local officers, they might transfer Super- 
visors to these places to make the seizures and 
push the punishment and forfeitures. I said 
that if the order was revoked it would throw the 
distiliers off their guard again, and the oppor- 
tunity would be a good one to send on detec- 
tives secretiv. I told him I had said to the 
Secretary of the Treasury that I believed Mr. 
Brooks would be a good man, and that if he 
could be sentous there without. the parties 
kyewing he was going, he would be 
able to get at the bottom of the 
frauds. The President said that the more in- 
formation be received, the betier he was satis- 
fied this order would not accomplish the pur- 
pose intended, and he said he would suspend the 
oider that day. This was done that day, the 
84 of February, Ithink. I went awav the noxt 
day to Baltimore, where I hada good deal of 
business. 

On the cross-examination, witness said: I saw 
Gen. Babcock while in Washington. He never 
said anything about a pressure being brought to 
have the order suspended. I did not have a 
talking acquaintance with Gen. Babcock then. 
When I suggested Brooks as a good man 
to come ont West to ferret out frauds, 
the President did not sav that 
the plan of sending Brooks out here had been 
ettempted. I knewsome of the arrangements 
here bad been frustrated. I did not know they 
had tried to get Brooks here before. until the 
Secretary told me it would be useless to try and 
send bim here, as when that attempt had been 
made information that be was coming had 
reached here.

of Joyce and McDonald. Of course, the next 
step will be to show that the telegrams acknow]l- 
edging ‘“‘ Yours, with inclosure, received,” re- 
ferred exclusively to these and kindred letters 
containing newspaper slips. One of the counsel 
for the defense stated to-night that, 
though they will not be able to prove 
with absolute certainty that, after Everest placed 
the letter directed to Babcock in the mail-box, 
Joyce went to the Post-Office and withdrew it, 
they will come so near establishing the same by 
circumstantial evidence as to destroy the force 
of Everest’s testimony. It will be in proof that 
Joyce withdrew letters more than once, and 
that, about the period referred to by Everest, he 
withdrew one which, to the best recollection of 
a Post-Office clerk, was addressed to Gen. Bab- 
cock. It is generally conceded that the speech 
of Gen. Williams has put tho acts of the de- 
fenadnt in a much more favorable light than has 
characterized them heretofore, and bas 
conviction still more problematical. 
THE OTHER SIDE. 

The attorneys for the prosecution, however. 
say that their withers are unwrung, and that 
they have no fears of the ultimate result. They 
evidently regard the telegrams which the Court 
has already admitted, and those of Dec, 3 and 
5, which they say will bein shape to go tothe 
jury in a day or two, as conclusive proof of the 
defendants guilt.

The Gazetie 
deciares that the Russian Government is re- 
sponsible for the alarming demeanor of the 
press. Consequently it cannot be surprised 
that the people believe in the existence of a se- 
cret agreement by which Austria is to be 
allowed to annex Bosnia, Russia retaking the 
Bessarabian territory which was ceded in 1856. 

Vienna, Feb. 16.—The Powers have accepted 
the Porte’s modification of Andraasy’s proposals, 
so that the application of the direct taxes in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina to the development of 
those provinces will not be reauired.

The question of charges on grain passing through 
this city is attracting much attention. There is no 
doubt that the competition of dealers at other points 
will force to lower rates than now prevail, just as the 
competition of commission men has reduced commis- 
sions much below the percentages charged a few years 
ago in thismarket, There ought to be, and doubtless 
will be yet, arrangements made whereby the trans- 
ference of grain here can be performed : at 
much lese cost than now, and all extra 
charges should be abolished, where the charge is 
not expressly agreed to. The ground will yet be 
taken, and maintained in the courts, that a State of- 
ficial has no right to tnspect grain or any other kind 
of produce, except for sanitary purposes, and to 
charge for the same, when the owner of the property, 
or his agent, does not desire such service. The right 
of a railroad company to make a contract with a 
warehouseman for mutual service, to be paid for by 
other people, and then for both to fall back upon such 
contract asa plea in bar of justice, is also one of 
the things that will bear a little more investigation 
than has yet been accorded to it. True, the old-time 
compact between the railroad and the warehouse, 
made, as was believed, in the interest of certain officers 
of the roads who also stockholders in the ware- 
house, is not now enforced a ‘’outrance, as it used to 
be. But the whole system of making extra charges

It ought to cost no more to transfer grain here than 
it does at Buffalo or Toledo; and there is no doubt 
that the service cam be performed very much more 
cheaply than hitherto, The charges for storing grain 
to be used in speculating upon are another matter. 
It i probable that too cheap storage would be found 
im the long run to be dearer than the present tariff ; 
as the war@house receipt would not then beso safe 
an investment as it is now. > 

The leading produce markets were generally steadier 
yoaterday except wheat, which was again unsettled. 
Provisions were egein etrong. There was littie doing 
in other markets, those two monopolizing the sttea- 
tion.of the great majority of operators, The receipts 
were small ali round, and the current offerings were 
therefore light, The further sdyance in the gold 
premium tended to raise prices as measured by the 
paper dollar, especialiy on articles which are wanted 
for export to other countries, 

The demand for dry goods was without marked im- 
provement, Orders were mainly restricted to such 
‘quantities as were needed for current trade, and were 
motierate in the aggregate. Prices were without 
chenge. Groceries were dealt in rather sparingly at 
about former quotations, the general tenor of 
prices being easy. The demand for butter 
end cheese continues reasonably active 
and late prices are thoroughly sustained.

FLINT & PFRE MARQUETTE. 
Special Dispatch to Lhe Chicago irwbune. 

East Sacinaw, Mich., Feb. 16.—The following 
items are obiained from the official statement of 
the General Manager of the Flint & Pere Mar- 
quette Railroad, which will be published to- 
morrow. Tho earnings of the road for 1875 were 
$1.054,102, about $8,000 less than the earnings 
of 1874. The total tonnage of freight for the 
past year was 546,152 tons, against $47,646 for 
the previous year. Among the principal 
freighte were 5,998.900 feet of lumber, 
220,100,000ehirgies, and 103,323 parrels of salt. 
Up to the month of December the ‘tonnage was 
an increase Over the previous year. but the ab- 
eQnce of snow in December and the failure of 
tie usual stock of logs moved by the railroad 
reduced the total for the year a little below that 
of 1874. The earnings on paseengers and 
freight reepectively were: Passengers, $573,- 
286; freight, $441,345.75. Tbe Company disburs- 
ed to employes during the past year $471,300.45. 
The construction of the Western Divisiou of the 
road, completed in 1874, and involving the 
heaviest portion of the whole Line, owing to the 
pavic and continued depression has in:erfered 
with the usual prompt settiement of the Com- 
pavy’s current liabilities, but, so far, no hostile 
Or Oppreasive measures bave been instituted, 
andthe management of the road appear, to Le 
eumlnpently satisfac.vory.

FIRES. 


IN CHICAGO, 
About 9:40 o’clock yesterday morning a still 
alarm was given to Engine Company No. 22, 
caused by the discovery of fire in one of the ont- 
buildings of the Fullerton avenue tuynel shaft 
at Larrabee street. Before the engine could get 
to work, the high wind which was blowing at 
the time wafted sparks to and ignited the 
buildings adjoining. In a small house near tie 
elevator a quantity of dynamite had 
been _ atored, and before = could 
be removed it exploded, tearing the 
building to pieces, scattering the debris in all 
directions, and igniting the framework of the 
shaft leading to the tunnel. At this poimt a gen- 
eral alarm was soapded from Box Ro. 352, and 
the department assigned to that district re- 
sponded. By this means an extensive conflagra- 
tion was prevented, the damage being confined 
to the contractors’ buildings, and the loss not 
exceeding $2,500, which is nuninstfred. At the 
moment the explosion occurred a relay of men, 
about fifteen or twenty in number, had gone to 
work in the tunnel, and the utmost excitement 
prevailed regarding them, a6 also the fate of 
children residing in the viciwity attending Lin- 
coln School. Those connectell with the works 
seemed, with one exception, to be stupetied by 
fright, and parents hastened to the school to as- 
certain if their children were gafe. At 
the critical moment Jobn 0’ Heron, 
ineer, and 
so effectually succeeded 
in saving the men in the shaft from what would 
otherwise have proved to be a horrible death. 
All were reieased from their threatened fate, 
but the gallant O’Heron was severely burned 
about the face and bands. He was taken to 
his residence and his burns treated, but it will 
be geome time before be is convalescent. At 
the school Mr. Haywood, the Princivai, 
stood at the front door and refused to- aliow 
the frightened children to rush out. They, 
however, were not to be restrained, and suc- 
ceeded in escaping by the other exits, and 
rushed home to inform their parents that the 
school-house was on fire. ‘The coolness of the 
Principal certainly prevented a repetition of the 
recent Cincinnati catastropbe. The fire was 
caused by the ignitiog of clothes of workmop 
banging near an over-heated stove.

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_has been so Iopga productive industry in thie 
| city that no little uneasiness has been created 
during the past week by ramors inaicating the 
Company's tutencion to remove from this vicin- 
ity. The American Screw Company hasi 
its facilities to such an extent that, during the 
past year, only about one-third ite resources 
have bees empioved. By the operation of a pro- 
tective taiilf imposing a duty of sixty per cent on 
if/s raw material of foreign iron, ite market is 
restricted to the United States. It cannot else- 
where compete with the British maoufac- 
turers, sipcé the latter pay ovo duty on 
their materials, There is no practicable way 
of increasing the demand for screws in this 
country, and therefore the managers of the 
Company anpear to feel the necessity of obtain- 
ing facilities for manufactare outside the opera- 
tion of a protective tariff. They have purchased 
an estate at Dundas, in Upper Canada, at the 
western end of Lake Ontario, on which isa 
factory suited to the manufactare of screws, 
aud where they contemplate erecting a building 
150 by 50 feet, with a capacity of 10,000 gross of 
screws daily, and employing some jive hundred 
bands. Other branch factories wil! probably be es- 
tablished at Montrea!. Toronto, Quebec, and else- 
where in the Dominion. Ground for the new 
building at Dundas will be broken in the course 
of two weeks, and the whole business will prob- 
ably be pushed with the energy characteristic of 
the Company. | 
The detailed reacons for this step are not far 
to seek. About a dozen screw factories are pow 
at work in the United States, the American be- 
ing the most important. In view of the sixty ver 
cent duly on tron, an equally great duty is re- 
quired on foreign screws, and’even with that aid 
-1t has not been easy to wholly exclude the Brit- 
ish manufacturers. They have made several at- 
tempts to introduce their goods ao vigorous that 
the Americav Screw Company bas been forced to 
decrease prices, and then the emaller concerns 
Lave had the worst of the battle. As they have 
thus been pushed to the wallin this strife of 
giants, the American Company has, in several 
cases, absorbed their machinery until it is com- 
pelled to seek some outlet for ita own enormous 
production. The geographical advantages of 
this city as a point of distribution are excel- 
lent, and only the existence of the duty on raw 
mdlerial prevents the Company from builda- 
ing up a large foreign trade’ with Provi- 
dence asa base of operations. But the duty 
is there, and, for a!! that it is possibile to learn, is 
likely to remain, and we presume that action bas 
been taken accordingly. The establishment of 
factories in Canada will enable the Company to 
enter the markels of the world on equal terms with 
British or other mauntacturers, while they can 
import iheir product in bond to New York and 
sell it to great alvantage in this country. 
So far as the interests of stockholders are con- 
cerned, the new departure is litely to be advan- 
tageous. It will bring ivto protitable use facili- 
ties now for some time idle, and will enabie the 
Compauy to employ its great financ.al strength 
to more complete advantage. But we cannot, as 
citizens of the United States, or as Rnode Ieland- 
ers, regard with complacency the spectacle of 
one of our largest industies driven by its own 
prosperity to acquire facilities iu a foreign coun- 
try, where it may escape a restrictive tanff, and 
where it may be freed from the fear of adverse 
loeal political influence.

WEST SIDE TOWN BOARD, 
NOTHING BUT TALK. 

The West Town Board held a meeting jast 
night in the office of Collector Hallanin, 56 and 
58 South Halsted street. Justices Morrison, In- 
gersol], and Salisbury, Supervisor Baker, and 
Clerk Lavin were present. Mr. Baker presided. 
Collector Hallanin stated that tne meeting 
had been called at his request for the purpose of 
getting authority from the Board to have the de- 
linquent tax list copied. He had tenders from 
parties for copying nine books, which he thought 
could be done with a saving in expense, the of- 
fer having been made to copy them for $5.00. 
There were sixteen real-estate and five personal 
tax books, and the Collector thought that his 
force could copy the other eleven in the required 
time.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 
LECTURE BY ©. C. RONNEY. 

C. C. Bonney, in his lecture before thé College 
of Law on *‘The Ordinance of 1787,” made a 
new point in the discussion of the educational 
question and of the use of the Bible in the pub- 
lic schools, which has no slight importance, at 
least in these Northwestern States. He first 
pointed out that the Ordinance ef 1787 ‘for 
the government of the territory of the United 
States northwest of the River Ohio,” was adopt- 
ead by the Congress of the Confederation in 
July, while the present Constitution of the 
United States was not adopted until September. 
The ordinance therefore antedates the Federal 
Constitution by two months. lt provides that 
‘*Religion, morality, and knowledge, being 
necessary to good government and the happiness 
of mankind, schools and the means of educa- 
tion shall forever be enconraged.” This is one 
of the provisions which the ordinance declares 
(§ 14), *‘ shall be considered as ariiclos of com- 
pact between the eriginal States and the people 
and States in the said territory, and forever re- 
main unalterable unless by common consent.” 
This is a compact, therefore, which absolutely, 
according to its terms, requires the consent of 
all the original thirteon States and of each of 
the Northwestern States, and of all the 
people in each of the Northwestern States to 
repeal. No language that could have been 
adopted would have gane so far in clinching it 
as utterly irrepealable. No amendment of the 
Federal Constitution, or of any State Constitu- 
tion, will touch it, for the acceptance by both 
parties, the United States and the State of Vir- 
ginia, of the ordinance of 17387 as au irrevoca- 
ble compact was one of the conditions on which 
Virginia ceded the territory to the United States, 
and op which the United States permitted a 
State Government to be organized. By our 
State Constitution the ordinance is made part of 
the Constitution, but unlike most features in 
the Constitution which are inserted by choice 
and might be changed, this is inserted by com- 
pact and could not be omitted. 

The lecturer then proceeded to point out that, 
while philosophers and eyea religionists might 
mean many things by the term religion, the en- 
lightened jurists of America and England had 
pever disagreed as. to its meaning. It meant 
that which at the period of the use of the term 
in the ordinance was, in a literal and historical 
sense, meant by the word, viz.: not Buddhism, 
Coufucienism, or Darwinism, but Orthodox, 
Protestant Christianity as then held by the 
class of men who,for the sake of religion rather 
than civil liberty, had founded theUColonies.. It 
had’ been so interpreted by Judg® Storyin the 
celebrated Gerard College case, and by the Bench 
generally wherever the question had arisen. All 
this amounted to a compact that the State Gov- 
ernments northwest of the Ohio should forever 
encourage Orthodox Protestant Christianity as 
essential to the well-being of the State and peo- 
ple, and as one of the objects for which schools 
and the means of education were to be provided. 
It was for this Christian education that our Con- 
stitution of 51818 provided that Sec, 16 in 
every Township, or other lands equivalent there- 
to, should be appropriated to school purposes— 
not to teach the religion of Joss, nor to omit 
religion from their teaching, but to teach that 
which wae bistorically known as religion when 
the ordinance of 1787 was adopted. s 

The use of the King James version of the 
Bible in the public schools, therefore, to be read 
without note or comment, asa religious and edu- 
cational exercise, was not an innovation or 
usurpation effected by the cunning or ambition 
of aoy sect or party, but was the spontaneous 
and instinctive act of the people as a whole, in 
carrying out the compact coniained in the ordi- 
nance of 1787, that schools should forever en- 
courage, not merely knowledge, nor even 
morality, bu: religion, as our fathers used the 
word, meaning Protestant and Puritan Christi- 
anity, the historical faith of that date. It 
was a8 intuitive as the use of the same King 
James’ Bible in our coarte of Justice, 
as the solemn witness of every oath taken by 
Judge, Sheriff, witness, and juror. It recog- 
nized the fact, which is as true to-day as it was 
then, that while mere knowledge furnished the 
mind with standards by which to judge between 
the true and the false, it furnished no standards 
of right and wrong except those of stn sy wage 
These higher standards.are found only in con- 
nection with religion. Hence the use of the 
Bible in the public schools, the plain King 
James version, is, by the ordinance of 1787, de- 
manded as a thing necessary to good govern- 
ment, as @ usage which cannot be repealed with- 
out a violation of the Constitution, until such 
repeal be sanctioned by all the original thirteen 
States, and by all the people of the several 
States formed out of the territory embraced in 
this remarkable ordinance, which, having once 
been our bulwark against the aggressions of 
slavery, is fitly adapted now to protect us 
against the threatened overthrow of that just 
relation which our forefathers intended should 
exist vetween religidn and the State, wherein 
religion should’ have no coercive power, but 
shoud be actively protected, aye, and promul- 
gated by the State through the common schools.
